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Niles Students Given Special Instructions

tal Society in its battle to protect 

the dental health of the younger 
generation has met with apparent success 
in the Niles Township High School 
system. 

More than 800 students at the Niles 
Township High School, West Division, 
were given special instructions in classes 
by their teachers on a “pilot dental health 
education program” basis during the cur- 
rent school year. : 

The project was under the direction of 
Dr. Gerson M. Gould, chairman of the 
CDS Children’s Dental Health Educa- 
tion Committee, working with Dr. Carl 
J. Madda, chairman of the CDS Public 
Relations Commission, and Dr. James N. 
Lynch, Society President. At a recent 
meeting of the Public Relations Commis- 
sion, Dr. Gould and his committee were 
commended for developing this program. 

The program is unique not because 
dental care is taught—teachers have been 
attempting to do that for years—but be- 
cause the teachers were given special 
training by the authorities themselves, 
the dentists, before they started teaching. 
The Society learned that teachers, for all 
their good intentions, actually have had 
minimal training in teaching dental hy- 
giene. The result often was that the stu- 
dents were told to “brush your teeth every 
day and see your dentist twice a year” 
and the subject was dropped. 


. new approach by the Chicago Den- 


But last fall the Society sponsored a 
series of two lectures for about 20 physi- 
cal education teachers in the Niles Town- 
ship West school. In the first lecture Dr. 
Robert G. Kesel, professor and head of 
the department of materia medica and 
therapeutics, University of Illinois School 
of Dentistry, gave a scientific explanation 
of dental ailments. Perry J. Sandell of 
the American Dental Association followed 
up in the next session by converting Dr. 
Kesel’s explanations into layman’s terms. 

The teachers were given an objective 
pre-test “What Do You Know About 
Dental Health?” and a color film, ““Mat- 
ter of Choice” was shown. 

After the teachers had been given their 
basic information in the dental health ed- 
ucation program, they took it to their 
students in physical education sessions in 
class. Girls received the lectures on four 
consecutive days of the same week. The 
boys, meeting in a separate class, received 
it for five days. 

In brief, here are the subjects covered 
in the week: On the first day, the pur- 
pose of the lectures was given along with 
a projection of information to be studied. 
The anticipated accomplishments were 
outlined and the pre-test “What Do You 
Know About Dental Health?” was given. 

The second day brought lectures using 
charts on dental care of primary and 
permanent teeth. Another lecture, using

The Health Information Foundation 
reports that as a result of medical prog- 
ress during this century there has been a 
large increase in the average working-life 
expectancy of the American worker. The

Mr. Sandell’s article “How to Educate 
High School Students in Oral Hygiene,” 
was given. This one covers such subjects 
as the why of dental disease, tooth decay, 
periodontal disease, control of dental dis- 
ease, teaching oral hygiene, home care 
and students’ responsibilities. 

The third day saw a demonstration of 
proper brushing of teeth and discussion 
of magazine articles on dental health. 

On the fourth day there was a review 
of information presented and the film 
“Matter of Choice” was shown. 

On the fifth day the “What Do You 
Know About Dental Health?” test was 
given a second time and a final test was 
given. 

The girls received about the same in- 
formation in their four-day program. 

General reaction of the teachers and 
the school system was favorable. It was 
so well-received that it will be included 
as a part of a six-week unit in health to 
be given to freshmen boys next year. 
Teachers said they also found the visual 
aids provided by the Chicago Dental 
Society “most useful.” 

Dr. Stuart A. Anderson, Assistant Su- 
perintendent of Niles Township Com- 
munity High Schools in Skokie, who 
cooperated in the program, said “It is our 
hope that ultimately we will be able to 
present an instructional unit in dental 
health education which will be of interest 
to other high schools in the country.” 

Tests in the course indicated that stu- 
dents are more knowledgeable (aware 
and concerned about) dental health than 
they are about their overall physical 
health. Observers credited the CDS ef- 
forts to publicize the importance of 
dental health in Chicago daily and com- 
munity newspapers as well as television 
and radio messages of the continuous 
CDS public relations program.
